The Immediate 
outcoms of this 


situation was 
the formation of a 


large number of farmers' organiza- 
tions, among the strongest of which 
was the National Farmers'" Alliance 
and Industrial 
Union, which ulti- 


mately attained 
a membership of 


millions. 
This and other 
similar 


organizations met and discussed at 
length their grievances against the 
politicians and the 
railroads, and 


sought a meascre that would bring 
relief.

Friends," and 


states "the political campaign norr 
on in Ohio makes it necessary to re- 
mind those in the classified service 
of the state civil service law covering 
political activity. The law prohibit- 
ing soliciting support or subscrip 
tions or any other participation is 
active politics is quoted, -with the 
ruling of the attorney -general that 
civil service employes cannot be can- 
didates for office. 
It is specifically 


stated that the employes are barred 
from serving as committeemen, and 
that the penalty is from fifty to five 
hundred dollars, and Imprisonment 
for a maximum of six months upon 
conviction. 
The warning concludes 


with an expression that the commis 
sion expects the state employes to 
"keep faith with the people of the 
state by observing the law," and a 
declaration that the law will he en 
forced without fear or favor in case 
of violation.
